kis Expeftation. Yet during the Intervene, His Majeſty was pleaſed , /1n Conft- 


deration of his Noble Deiceat, to change the Sentance aforeſaid, into a Bekead- 


ing only ; Wncreupon, afrer a long continued Contrition for his many Inormi- 
ries, the Warrant was Signed for kis-Execurion,, and directed to the Sheritts of 
Lo by and Middle ex, Who accoxding to the 'Date ſpecified for the Execution, 
wenr, attended by their Othcets, ard demanded the Prifoner ; at which time, 
they feceived Antwer, he ſhonld be.preſently delivered, when abour Nine in 
the Morning the Sheritis came u pon the Scatfold , which was ſurrounded by 
Four Companies of His Majeſties Foot Guards, and the Hamlet-Warders, and 
ſoon after, the Lientenant of the Tower ſent to acquaint the Sherifts, the Pri- 
ſoner was ready, wh: 4 $5 they- weny and received him at the Turn-Pikes, and 
Conveyed him to the Scaitold on Tower-Hill, where the late Lord Srafcrd was 
Beheaded, on which being Mounted, he Bowed Twiee to the People ; and then 
having Liberty to declare his Mind, he turned to the Sheriffs, and roid them, 


Thar he intended not to make any Speech, and thereupon delivering a Paper 


ro them, he-told them, What he thought fit to leave behind him, was contain- 
ed therein, delivering at the ſame time another Paper to a Gentleman, - ſup-"| 
poſed to be the ſame with the former, .Whereupon he turned to the Executio- 
ner, and gave him Money, then. traverſing the Scattold , he Kneeled on the 
South-ſide, and Prayed to himſelf, when Riſing, he took off his Coat, Hat and 
Wig, and gave them to his Servants, of whom, and of his Friends preſent, na- 
ving taken leave, and Ordered the Executioner to take his own time, with- 
out expecting any Sign, he layed down his Head, and had it ſtruck off at One 
Blow, all bur a ſmall matter of Fleſh, which the Executioner ſundred with his 
Rniſe, and held it up, as 1s uſtal in ſuch Caſes, the Body at the time of the 
Stroak ſcarcely moving. Execution done , the Sheritfs told his Servants, That 
his Body was given them by His Majeſties Bounty, to diſpoſe of as they thoughc 
fir. Whereupon they pur it into a Mourning-Cothin, brought chither for char 


_ purpoſe, and conveyed 1 it thence, in order to its Interment.
